Baja 500 racers, in addition to the 
$30,000 in contingencies, also get a shot 
at the “Valvoline Iron Man” perpetual 
trophy (plus $500 to go with it). The 








trophy, made partly of steel (symbolic, 
y'know), and cash will go to the overall 
bike winner, if he has ridden the entire 
course solo. 


Proceeds from the Tulare U.S. 
Motorcycle Jamboree May 24-26 will be 
split between the Elks Cerebral Palsy 
Fund and M.O.R.E. Which means by 
supporting the event, we help a worthy 
charity and ourselves at the same time. 
Gate charge of $5 ($2.50 under 16) will 
include free camping, participant pins, 
and various activities. 


Randy Mamola (the new "'fast kid in 
yellow leathers" since Kenny Roberts 
grew up) has been signed for a tour of 
the Tasman road race series in New 
Zealand this fall. 


A nasty rumor that has Penton and 
anything/anybody connected with 
Penton broke/bankrupt, etc. is floating 
around the country. A visit to the 
Lorain, Ohio based firm squelches that 
rumor in a hurry. The Penton Imports 
buildings are beehives of activity. 
General manager Larry Maiers told us, 
“We have new bikes on the water from 
KTM and we are selling High-Point 
products at an all time high volume.” 
Scratch another rumor. 


Barry Sheene — the popular young road 
racer returned to action, for the first 
time since his 170 mph Daytona get-off, 
in the first round of the Motor Cycle 
News Superbike Championship at 
England's Cadwell Park on April 27. He 
turned in 10 laps, leading several, but 
retired when his wrists began to bother 
him. 


Steve McLaughlin and John Long will 
uphold American honors at the Isle of 
Man TT races, May 3l-June 6. 
McLaughlin and Dutchman Jan 
Kostwinder will share riding chores in 
the 10-lap Production TT aboard a 
Honda 500cc-4. Long will ride his 
Yamahas in both the 350 and 1,000cc 
events. 


Husqvarna will shift their headquarters 
to Nashville, Tennessee this summer. 


HosPITal STOP: Mike Gerald is in 
Doctor’s Hospital im Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, following surgery on his 
ailing shoulder. “I raced at the 
Astrodome three weeks after they 
pinned it, and I messed it up. I’ve got 
two of the best surgeons in the state 
working on me and they tell me I might 
be able to race by July. I should be 
100% by August,” said Coon Ass. 


NATIONAL ENDURO SCHEDULE 
CHANGE: Make note of the fact that 
the 125-mile National Enduro scheduled 
for October 19 at Pecatonica, Illinois 
has been changed to November 9. The 


event will start at the Winnebago 
County Fairgrounds. A schedule 
conflict made the date change 


necessary. The event is being organized 
by the Forest City Riders of Rockford, 
Illinois. 


Doug Bingham's been talking up a 
"formula" class for sidecar road racing: 
Stock motorcycle chassis coupled to a 
laydown hack with nose cone. 
Leading-link forks may be fitted, but 
otherwise no frame cutting, and no 
streamlining on the bike. Object, of 
course, is to beat the $3500 — $4500 
cost of fielding a kneeler. Any takers? 


Kawasaki rented Riverside Raceway 
last week to test their new road racers, 
now undergoing "sorting out." Noted 
among the machines present were 
several .Yamahas for comparison 
purposes, and one up-and-coming young 
road racer currently sponsored by a 
Mexican Restaurant. 


Bob Tigert dislocated his hip and broke 
his pelvis during the AFM 250 GP race 
at Sears Point May 4. His crash followed 
a near-collision with AFM Number One 
Rudy Galindo, whose Yamaha suffered 
total brake failure entering a turn. 
Galindo retired after the incident. 











To date, 18 mandatory lights-on-bills in 
15 states have been defeated during 
1975 State general sessions. West 
Virginia remains the only state which 
has enacted such legislation. 


The 15 states which have rejected 
lights-on laws in 1975 are: Arizona, 
Colorado, Minnesota, New Hampshire, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Missouri, New 
Mexico, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Virginia and 
Vermont. 


The AMA Legislative Department has 
worked with AMA affiliated clubs, 
individuals and dealer organizations in 
the states concerned and stands ready to 
assist other concerned motorcyclists in 
legislative matters. 


Charles H. Bell, employee of the San 


Bernardino County Environmental 
Improvement Agency, is writing that 
county’s proposed ORV permit 


regulations. Mr. Bell is also president of 
the High Desert Environmental Defense 
Fund chapter. Yep, that’s one of the 
outfits sueing the BLM to ban ORVs. 
Officially, that’s not considered 
conflict-of-interest, because Mr. Bell “‘is 
a professional, and can separate his 
professional behavior from his personal 
life outside the job." Bullfeathers. 


When 40 people (including 26 high 
desert business owners) attended the 
San Bernardino Board of Supervisors 
meeting to oppose the aforesaid 
regulations, the Board postponed 
consideration until June 16. Be there or 
be square.

of the fifth round of the Camel 
Pro Series, the San Jose Mile. The 


20-year-old Macon, Georgia resi- 
dent, riding in only his second 
mile race aboard a “big” bike, 
took the lead away from team- 


mate Gary Scott on the eighth lap of 
the 25 lap high speed thriller. The pair 
then carried on a lead swapping battle 
until the 18th lap when Sassaman 
opened up what proved to be a winning 
margin. 

Time trials proved that 
Harley-Davidson, as expected, had done 
their homework over the winter as Rex 
Beauchamp posted the fastest lap when 
he covered the Harold Murrell prepared 
tacky oval in 39.19 seconds. The 
obvious crowd favorite, Mert Lawwill, 
posted second fastest time just a tick of 
the clock behind Beauchamp with a 
39.23. Sassaman logged a 39.24, third 
fastest time. 


Heats 


Racing got underway 45 minutes 


after the scheduled 2:00 p.m. starting 
time following a van track packing 





session and a brief delay brought about 
when Randy Scott blew his engine on 
one of three “test” laps allowed the first 
heat riders. Terry Sage filled in for 
Scott, but the first of the four heats 
belonged to fast qualifier Rex 
Beauchamp (H-D). 

Hank Scott, aboard a Shell Yamaha, 
gave Rex a race on the first two laps, 
but Rex pulled away on the third lap 
and went on to win. Scott was 
swallowed up by a Harley freight train 
made up of Frank Gillespie, Dave 
Aldana and Tom White on the fourth 
lap, and slowed to a stop on the 
backstraight on the following lap. 
Gillespie pulled away from Mr. Bones 
and White, leaving those two to race 
with each other. The checkered flag saw 
Beauchamp, Gillespie, Aldana and White 
take the four direct transfer-to-the- 
National positions. 

Heat number two was all Mert 
Lawwill after first lap leader John 
Sperry over extended himself in the first 
turn on the second go-around and 
unloaded. Lawwill led all the way after 





that, but all eyes and ears were tuned in 
on Scott Brelsford. Brelsford was 
piloting an Erv Kanemoto Kawasaki 
two-stroke 750, and while there was 
plenty of doubt as to how the screamer 
passed the required 92 dbA sound test, 
there was no questioning the machine’s 
potential — it was a jet. Brelsford readily 
took the runner-up spot behind 
Lawwill, and he was followed across the 
line by Terry Dorsch and Jimmy Odom. 
In typical San Jose fashion, the heat 
provided more than Mert’s runaway 
performance and Scott’s mind-blowing 
two stroke show as Ms. Diane Cox made 
her mile debut. She more than held her 
own against the ultra-fast turns and 
earned a transfer spot to a Semi. 

Two time Grand National Champion 
Kenny Roberts led the first two laps of 
the third heat, but the young "veteran" 
was shot down by the young rookie, 
Greg Sassaman, going into turn one at 
the start of the third lap. Coming out of 
tum two the San Jose dyno, the back 
straight showed that Sassaman's factory 
Harley had gobs of horses over Roberts' 
factory Yamaha. (Greg's XR registered 
88 horsepower on Harley’s dyno.) 
Behind those two all hell was breaking 
loose in a fight for the third and fourth 
transfer between Gene Romero, Jim 
Rawls, Mike Caves, Darryl Hurst and 
John Gennai. The gang war settled 
down into a one-against-one duel 
between Rawls and Gennai. Gennai won 
as he nipped Rawls at the finish line on 
the 10th and last lap. 

Walt Foster had put his Triumph on 
the pole for the fourth and final heat by 


qualifying fourth fastest, but all eyes

Behind those pair were 
two of the most talented rookie Experts 
in the field, Jay Springsteen and Jay 
Ridgeway. The Jays eliminated 
themselves as Springsteen unloaded in 
turn four, escaping injury, on the 
second lap, and Ridgeway’s engine 
apparently blew on the fifth lap. Norton 
teammates, Mark Williams and John 
Hateley, took the last two direct 
transfer spots, but Hateley had to work 
his butt off for his fourth place finish. 
He had dropped Corky Keener from 
that spot on the eighth lap, but Corky 
came roaring back only to see Little 
John nip him at the line. 

Semis 

With only two transfer spots, first 
and second, up for grabs in the Semi, 
good racing was expected by the sell-out 
crowd. They weren't disappointed. 

Incredible position swapping mile 
racing was served up in the first Semi by 
eventual winner Rick Hocking, 
runnerup Pat McCaul, Eddie Wirth and 
Bruce Hanlon. 

Left limp by the previous race, the 
spectators were brought back to their 
feet by the second Semi as, once again, 
some absolutely incredible racing took 
place. Texan Jim Rawls provided the 
highlight of the 10 lap show as he rode 
an outside line that scared the living hell 
out of those watching and put frowns 
on the faces of those riding beside, 
behind and, in Skip Aksland’s case, in

front of him. Houston short track 
winner Darryl Hurst led the first two 
laps, but a group led by Rawls dropped 
Hurst to fourth and then fifth and then 
sixth. Involved in the mind-blowing 
demonstration of dirt racing at its finest 
were, in addition to Rawls, Aksland and 
Hurst, Corky Keener, Ken Springsteen 
and Don Castro. Aksland's Yamaha had 
the horses, but Rawls owned the corners 
with his outside lines. Horsepower won, 
both for Aksland and Corky Keener, 
who nailed Rawls on the last lap. 


Trophy race 

The Consolation event started off as a 
bummer for the "two strokes forever" 
fans present, as the Kanemoto Kawasaki 
of Don Castro failed to start within the 
time allowed by referee Chub Kellam. 
The bike had been difficult to fire up all 
day and appeared to be not quite as fast 
as the one Scott Brelsford was riding. 
Bob Sanders took Castro's place in the 
lineup. 

Jim Rawls led the initial lap, but was 
dropped back to fourth on the second 
by Bruce Hanlon, Ken Springsteen, 
Eddie Wirth and Randy Cleek. In 
another display of San Jose action, 
those four were knocked back a 
position each when Darryl Hurst blew 
by them on the third lap. 

The position swapping continued 
with Hurst and Hanlon trading off first 
place and the rest exchanging positions 
a countless number of times. Redwood 
City, California's Bruce Hanlon and his 
Don Cycles' Harley-Davidson led the lap 
that counted — the last one — and the 
Trophy race was his. And by the way — 
Ms. Cox finished ninth to liberate 
women on mile tracks.

National 

The 20 man field was lined up in 
three rows for the 25 lap National with 
fast heat winner Sassaman on the pole. 
Beauchamp, Lawwill, Scott, Roberts, 
Gillespie and Brelsford filled out the 
front row; Foster, Romero, Aldana, 
Dorsch, Williams, Gennai and White 
occupied the second; and Odom, 
Hateley, Aksland, Hocking, Keener and 
McCaul the third. 

Jimmy Odom was immediately 
scored in last place as he was unable to 
fire up his Yamaha and the race started 
with J.O. on the sidelines. 

Gary Scott turned in a hole shot at 
the wave of the green and led Lawwill, 
Beauchamp, Roberts, Sassaman, 
Brelsford and Williams down the front 
straight at the end of lap one. 

Lap two saw positions change down 
the back straight as Sassaman moved in 
behind Scott and Lawwill, dropping 
Beauchamp to fourth and Roberts to 
sixth as Brelsford screamed in between 
the rookie and the champ. 

Walt Foster unloaded spectacularly 
coming out of turn four on the third 
lap. Foster suffered reported hand and 
arm injuries and his bike appeared to be 
a write-off after it struck a tree. 

Scott continued to lead, but Sassamaa 
and Brelsford had moved into second 
and third and were closing. Lawwill and 
Beauchamp had locked into what would 
become a race long battle. Rex put 
Brelsford between he and Lawwill on 
the sixth tour of the mile, but Mert 
pulled back in behind Beauchamp on 
the seventh lap as Brelsford dropped out 
of the race. 

The eighth lap saw Sassaman take the 





lead from Scott, with the duo building 
up a comfortable margin over the 
Beauchamp-Lawwill battle as they 
swapped the lead back and forth over 
the next several laps. 

Behind the four front runners 
another battle — no, make that a war — 
was taking place between Gene Romero, 
Dave Aldana, Corky Keener, Mark 
Williams, Kenny Roberts, Frank 
Gillespie and Skip Aksland. Stock car 
racing fans like to toot their horns over 
things like “52 lead changes in a 500 
mile race." Hell, there must have been 
52 position changes between those 
seven riders every five laps or so. And 
not bumper to bumper, but wheel to 
wheel. Roberts worked his way through 
the pack to take the point position on 
the 70th lap. He held on to take fifth at 
the checkered flag, a country mile 
behind the third and fourth place 
finishers, Beauchamp and Lawwill. 

Another country mile ahead were 
Sassaman and Scott. Scott settled in 
behind Sassaman — for good — on the 
18th lap. Despite rear tires that after the 
race looked like they had been attacked 
by grinders on the left side, the duo 
continued to run as quickly and 
smoothly as they had during the early 
part of the race. 

With the crowd cheering - the 
youngster on, Sassaman rose slightly 
from his tank hugging position, waved 
his left hand in the air and took the 
checkered flag to score not only his first 
National win, but the first National win 
for the Peach State.

Both riders floated towards the wall 
with Foster pulling even and then 
pulling out the win just yards away 
from the finish line. Jorgensen was back 
down the track in a distant third with 
Sperry running his best of the season to 
take fourth. 

Michigan’s Corky Keener made his 
first appearance of the year but was far 








off the pace that carried him to an 
Ascot victory last season. Corky got off 
to slow starts both times in the final and 
finally moved up for fifth in the closing 
laps. 

Diane Cox, Salem, Oregon, became 
the first girl Expert to ever compete in a 
half-mile. Diane was the last qualifier to 
make the program with a 24:25 time 
trial. In the Semi she forced two restarts 
by throwing up her hand just prior to 
the drop of the green flag. It finally 
found six other riders back on the 
penalty line when the race was finally 
started. Midway in the race Diane hit 
the hay bales on the South turn, 
running next to last, ahead of Shorty 
Seabourne. She was not hurt and was on 
her way to San Jose to become the first 
girl entrant for a National mile. 

Riverside’s smooth Dan McWhorter 
was also fast as he turned in the fastest 
Junior time trial of the year, won his 
heat race with the fastest yellow plate 
five laps and then came back to defeat 
arch rival, Steve Eklund in the 10 lap 
final. 

McWhorter came from third place on 
the opening lap of the Main. He got by 
Doug Garrison on the second lap and 
then took the lead away from Eklund 
on the fifth round. The win also gave 
him the point lead over Eklund for the 
first time this season. 

In the Novice final, four riders went 
at it hammer and tong most of the way 
with three riding as one as they crossed 
the finish lime. Vince Mead, Ted 
Davidson, Ricky Graham and Steve 
Fortune made the Friday finale a race 
that will long be remembered. 

For the record, Fortune led the first 
four laps, Mead the last four. But in 
between it was a pure dogfight from 
start to finish with the lead changing six 
times and at least three riders never 
more than one bike length apart the | 
entire distance. Graham was spectacular 
and ragged, as usual. Fortune again 
showed a better race than the week 
before. Mead and Davidson are about as 
evenly matched as they come on the 


lightweights. 

Mead finally pulled it out with 
Fortune inches back and Davidson 
running with his front wheel right 


between the two back wheels of the 
others. Graham dropped off the pace 
slightly in the late laps but was fourth, 
all by himself.

May 15, 1975 


Short yardage markers got revenge this 
week as the track was slightly under par 
and resembled a grooved half-mile 
instead of the cushioned speedway oval 
that it has been. But it still resulted in 
some dazzling races in both the 
Handicaps and the bigger-bucks Scratch 
events. 

Larry Shaw, looking his best of the 
year, went home with the Handicap 
honors using his 20-yard start to 
advantage throughout the evening. He 
came from third to win the second 
Handi heat over Bobby Schwartz and 
Bruce Penhall, then won the Semi, this 
time overtaking Jim Fishback ‘and 
holding off Billy Meister and Schwartz. 

When it came time for the Main, 
Shaw was determined that this was 
going to be his night. Phil Moon and 
Mike Muntean each straddled the 
10-yard marker and Shaw was cramped 
on the 20 with Meister and Scott 
Sivadge. 

Once the gate went up, however, it 
didn't take Shaw long to grab the lead.

In Scratch action, Shaw continued to 
look strong, defeating Rick Woods in 
the first heat.

Bast had 
beaten Mike Curoso earlier in the night 
in a special Match Race, then won the 
Handicap Main in the last lap getting 
around Danny Becker ‘and Mike 
Muntean. 

The Scratch Main went to Bast with 
Curoso trailing, Woods for third and 
Sexton in for fourth. 

Two main events in a row is an all out 
effort that only occurs about four or 
five times a year. 

Dan Becker returned to Costa Mesa 
after taking several weeks to get himself 
in good mental shape for the long race 
season.

Incredibly, the record book will be 
rewritten or at least a new page will be 
added with a heading that should read: 
“The names of riders that have won the 
Scratch Main Event and the Handicap 
Main Event on the same night two 
nights in a row," and only one name 
will be there, that of Mike Bast. Bast 
was the first rider to take both main 
events at Costa Mesa, then 24 hours 
later do it again at Bakersfield. This had 
never happened, at least since the sport 
was reborn in 1968. 

Mike had a clean win in the Handicap 
Main, passing Steve Nutter in the last lap | 
when front runner Jim Gresham went 
wide, taking Nutter with him, leaving 
the door wide open. 

The Scratch Main was a neater story 
as Sonny Nutter, Larry Shaw, Mike 
Curoso and Mike Bast moved to the 
starting line. Bast stretched them tight, 
Shaw and Curoso moved up to the tapes 
as the gate went up, the tapes broke but 
who was to blame, by the rule book 
Bast could be sent to the pits, in fact 
that is what the referee motioned to the 
announcer and he said that would be it 
for Bast for the rest of the night. But as 
Mike came around to leave the track the 
referee stopped him and put him back 
in the line up saying that he could not 
put the blame on one rider, that three 
riders were on the tapes when it went 
up. 
The race was restarted with all four 
men, this time it was a clean start but 
Nutter flipped it over on the start and 
was out. Bast went to the lead for the 
win and became the only rider ever to 
win both doubles. 

If there was not enough racing going 
on to delight the fans, an impromptu 
three man race in the buff! That’s right, 
not one, not two, but three racers came 
out on the track wearing nothing but a 
smile. ®

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125cc GP of Great Britain

Just over the hill from Camarthen 
Bay, on the rolling, hedgerow- 
striped green of South Wales, 
Belgian Gaston Rahier (Suz) con- 


tinued his stunning domination of 
the 125 Motocross World Cham- 
pionship: an arena that, until this 
year, had been Zundapp country. 
Gaston won both motos today in 
totally different but equally convincing 
styles. Second to him both heats was 
two-time F.I.M. 125cc Motocross 
Champ Andre Malherbe, the 19-year-old 
Belgian Zundapp pilot who, prior to the 
season, had been favored to repeat. 


In the first moto, Gaston Rahier had 
his ultra-trick, featherweight Suzuki 
into the first turn 10 yards ahead of the 
pack. He grabbed the inside rut on the 
off-camber second turn (a hairpin), 
wheelied up the following hill and that 
was it. Nobody got close to him for 45 
minutes as he won with 21 seconds over 
Malherbe. 

Andre Malherbe (Zun) has been the 
reigning enfant terrible of the 125cc 
World competition. Last year, he'd won

the F.I.M. Championships in the first six 
straight GPs and didn't even ride any 
more 125 rounds, including the U.S. 
125 World Cup event. In the first moto 
today, Malherbe got an indifferent start 
about mid-pack, one position ahead of 
Belgian Zundapp teammate Gilbert De 
Roover. Second place in the opening 
laps was held by Briton Roger Harvey 
who had picked up a 125 monoshock 
Yamaha ride just for this event. It was 
“European stock." 

After Rahier, the most remarkable 
new rider in the 125 GPs this year: 
Akira Watanabe found himself in an 
uncontested third spot after two laps. 
Watanabe was responsible for the 
development of the RMI25 Suzuki, as 
test rider, but is riding a works RA125 
in the GPs. Akira is remarkable in that 
he is getting consistent high placings in 
his first GP season, and unlike most 
other kamikaze-style Japanese riders, he 
is smooth, collected, controlled and 
deceptively quick. He had already 
collected a third overall in the French 
125 GP, finishing second in moto two. 

Gaston kept motoring away, using 
the easy lines over the hilly, twisting 
seaside course. After about 10 minutes, 









both Malherbe and De Roover cleared 
out of the heavier traffic and started 
moving. Nobody can figure out how, or 
why, the 125 Zundapps are so fast and 
so torquey, but they are. Heavy; small 
Amal 30mm carbs; standard Ceriani and 
gas Bilstein suspension; they go 
wheeling up the bumpy hills. Malherbe 
used his Zundapp to pass Watanabe 
after 15 minutes. Since Watanabe had 
shortly before passed Harvey, that left 
the young Belgian champion in second. 

De Roover came up quickly on his 
Zundapp and started pressuring 
Watanabe. They ran side by side 
through the hairpins, across the small 
stream and up the loop-within-a-loop 
sidehill. Watanabe got off his outside 
line, forced there to some extent by De 
Roover's charge, and literally stepped 
off his RA Suzuki as he choked. He 
kept running with it up the hill but had 
lost critical momentum. It took him five 
positions lost to find first gear and get 
going. 

Antonin Baborovsky, a CZ transfer 
from the 250 class, also came up from 
about 15th to fifth which was as far as 
he could get before time ran out. He 
had crashed lightly in the first few laps. 

Gaston, meanwhile, had the time and 
was of a mind to smile at this reporter 
in the corners as he finished his 
gate-to-checkered winning ride. It was 
clearly very easy for him. 

Receiving congratulations in his pits, 
later, Gaston remarked, “Maybe not so 
easy for me if Malherbe getting better 
start." 

When the world's longest start gate 
dropped for the second 45-minute 
round, Malherbe did get a better start. 
Right behind Gaston Rahier, who pulled 
another horsepower holeshot. (Gaston's 
RA Suzuki is reportedly developing 28 
of the elusive ponies.) Baborovsky, De 
Roover, and Watanabe were all bunched 
tightly behind at the start of the second 
round. The pack bunched and spilled 
through the grass. 

Finishing the first lap, Gaston cut 
inside at the finish turn in an attempt to 
avoid the ruts worn in by the 500 
Support class. As he accelerated, the 
rear 4.00 Metzeler stuck in one of the 
cross ruts and the Suzuki slipped 
sideways — off its wheels. 


Gaston was back up immediately but 
both Malherbe (Zun) and Baborovsky 
(CZ) had gotten by while the diminutive 
Belgian was in his embarrassing position. 
Malherbe pulled out a lead of about 15 
seconds. Gilbert De Roover was in 
fourth and pressuring Rahier, who 
hadn't yet gotten his pace back. De 
Roover came right up on Rahier's rear 
knobby in one of the many tight 
hairpins, but missed a shift and 
high-sided. This took the pressure off 
Gaston so he started applying it to 
Antonin Baborovsky. Watanabe also 
started moving up steadily after a less 
than spectacular start. 

After 15 elapsed minutes, Gaston had 
passed Baborovsky. The Belgian was 
now back in second and closing on

Malherbe. Malherbe turned up the wick 
but Gaston still kept eroding that 15 
second lead down to nothing. It was 
fast, concentrated GP competition with 
lap times considerably lower than those 
of the 250 and 500 National riders on a 
course that included two monster 
uphills and several normal ones. 

Gaston came right up on Andre 
Malherbe's rear tire and smacked into it 
when the current Champ braked early 
for a corner. He tumbled to the ground 
and it was (officially) 11 seconds until 
he got going again. There were only 
about five laps left in the Grand Prix 
and Malherbe looked certain to win the 
second moto. 

It had been a two-man race for most 
of the moto and Gaston Rahier was 
interested in keeping it that way. Again 
he resumed his attack on Malherbe, who 
is eight years Rahier's junior. With five 
minutes left in the Grand Prix, Gaston 
was about six seconds behind. Then 
Andre Malherbe bounced out of the 
stream up the following hill and missed 
a shift. He nearly pitched off the 
Zundapp as Gaston came right up 
behind him. The 27-year-old Belgian 
Suzuki pilot put his training to work 
and passed Malherbe on the succeeding 
downhill. Malherbe had the better line 
coming out, and a torquier 125, and 
repassed Rahier going back up again. 
Gaston caught up to Andre Malherbe 
again, both of them wide open as 
Gaston stood his Suzuki vertical on a 
little up-bump ledge. He tapped the rear 
brake to bring it down and didn’t make 
any more mistakes as the 170 pound 
one-two-five bounced down beside the 
Zundapp. 

Andre Malherbe had looked to be 
riding a little out of control, maybe a 
lot, the last few laps trying to hold off 
Gaston’s relentless and repeated attacks. 
It finally caught up with him as he went 
too wide too fast and took out four-five 
course marking posts. Gaston passed 
him in the crash, took the lead, and that 
was it. The last lap flag had already 
come out. 

Gaston  Rahier made it perfect 
one-one finishes in the British 125 
Grand Prix, with less than half a lap 
remaining. At some distance behind 
Rahier and Malherbe were Baborovsky, 
De Roover, and Akira Watanabe, who'd 
calmly worked his way up to fifth. 

Rahier is no stranger to GP 
competition. He's done all or part of 
four seasons in the 250cc class. He won 
the German 250 GP last year though his 
feat somehow was overshadowed by 
better-known Suzuki riders Joel Robert 
and Sylvain Geboers, who finished 
second and third behind him. At five 
feet four inches and 133 pounds, 
Gaston Rahier seems to have found his 
place in 125 Grands Prix. Suzuki wants 
to win that first official 125cc World 
Championship in 1975 and so does 
Gaston. He’d already won the French 
125 GP the weekend before. 

There was not one single Honda 
entered in the British 125 GP. Gaston 
remarked that there were three 125 
Elsinores in a field of 55 riders at the

French round. It’s a little surprising, but 
it hardly seems to matter now. Gaston 
Rahier has won three out of the first 
four 125 GP motos and is in excellent 
mental and physical shape. He is coming 
out of the shadow of other well-known 
Suzuki-mounted Belgians like DeCoster 
and Robert to eam a World 
Championship in his own right. Gaston 
was a little sick in Britain and says he 
can go faster. 

Unless somebody gets injured, the 
race for 125cc World Champ will be an 
all-Belgian affair with possible spoiler 
roles to CZ factory rider Antonin 
Baborovsky and the gentle Japanese 
Akira Watanabe, Rahier’s Suzuki 
teammate. The 125cc class is still, 
however, ripe pickins’ for some of the 
more talented American riders. It’s a 
damn shame they lack the maturity, or 
interest, or support necessary to race in 
the World 125cc Championship. 

The U.S. 125 Grand Prix at Mid-Ohio 
should prove very interesting. Some

HOLICE, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, MAY 4 
German Willi Bauer (Suz) was 
declared overall winner of the 
Czech 250 GP and added it to his 
considerable points lead in the 
World Championship race — and still 
hasn't won a moto in Grand Prix 
competition. Four-two finishes in the 
45-minute legs over a changed, but still 
bumpy course, gave Willi maximum 
points, along with Miroslav Halm, the 
mysterious Czech who usually races 
only the Czech 250 GP and usually wins 
it. Halm had two-four tallies. 

The first moto was won by Zdenek 
Velky (CZ) and the second by Jaroslav 
Falta (CZ) in a race that is normally 
Czech-dominated.

Austrian GP 


Kanaya makes 
history, Ago makes 


fuss and Sheene 
misses the race

SALZBURGRING, AUSTRIA, MAY 4 
Two engine failures for Giacomo 
Agostini, two victories in a World 
Championship meeting for Hideo 
Kanaya, and a crash, the third in 
successive weeks, for Johnny 
Cecotto; they were just some of 
the highlights of a dramatic and 
action packed Austrian Grand Prix 
at the Salzburgring. 

With both Agostini and Cecotto level 
pegging with a win and a second place 
each in the 350cc class it looked as this 
race might be the big one of the four 
event programme. 

But when Agostini retired with a 
seized engine on his Yamaha, and 
Cecotto was brought down in a three 
man crash, all on the second lap, the 
picture rapidly changed. 

Cecotto was one of two innocent 
victims of an engine seizure for 
Hungarian star Janos Drapal. Drapal, 
diving through on the inside of a group 
of riders to improve on a poor start, lost 
control as the rear wheel locked up. His 
bike went away sideways, knocking off 
Britain's John Williams, and coming 
within a fraction of an inch of hitting 
Ago. But while the Italian world 
champion escaped, Cecotto could not 
avoid the figure of John Williams, who 
was in his path, and rode over him. He, 
too, then fell off. 

Drapal escaped a very heavy fall with 
just a broken collar bone, and Williams, 
who missed last year's Isle of Man TT 
through a practice crash in the Island, 
hopes to be recovered from a fractured 
shoulder by the time this year's race is 
due in June. 

Cecotto was unhurt, except for 
knocking the hand he injured in his 
Spanish Grand Prix practice fall, two 
weeks ago. 

The man who had led almost from the 
start, Hideo Kanaya, then had the race 
m his pocket. He was chased for a while 

y Spaniard Victor Palomo, who is in 
iie orm at the moment, but he always 
had plenty in reserve, and after twice 
cracking the lap record he began to 
open a sizeable lead. 

After a neck and neck tussle for eight 
laps Hideo pulled open an 8 1/2 second 
lead over the next eight laps. 

Brazilian star Adu Celso Santos 
looked a good bet for third place, until 
he was caught and passed by the battle 
between Britain's Chas Mortimer, and 
South African Jon Ekerold, who only 
45 minutes before practice had started 
on Friday, talked his way into a start at 
the meeting! 

This battling duo caught Palomo, too; 
Mortimer moved ahead, but only 
briefly. Just four laps from home, his 
engine seized. 

Palomo went back into second place, 
but he, too, struck trouble. His bike 
slowed, Ekerold moved ahead, and 
Victor was forced to retire. 

That gave Santos the third place he 
deserved, while unlucky Swiss Phillipe 
Coulon, an early pacemaker in the 
battle until his old engine went off song, 
grabbed fourth position in a four-man 
blanket finish in which less than a 
complete second covered Coulon, young 
Frenchman Patrick Pons, German 
champion Tony Mang, and another 
French rider Gerhard Choukroun. 

No fewer than 20 riders retired, the 
bulk through engine seizures. Australian 
Jack Findlay, who pulled out because 
he thought the main bearings were 
breaking up on his Yamaha, is hoping 





or a Guiness Book of Records entry. 
e claims that eight riders seized up, 
mmediately in front of Jack during the 
ace, putting even more grey hairs on 
his veteran's head! 

Two of those retirements, Ago and 
ecotto, watched gloomily, but after 
he reckoning things were not so bad. 
Ago and Cecotto still lead the 
hampionship battle, but some of their 
ivals are much closer. 

It was a long race, almost 90 miles, for 
he 350s, and it was not a lot shorter for 
he 125s which followed them. Their 
ace was 30 laps instead of 35. And for 
very one of those 30 laps the all Italian 
eam of Paulo Pileri and Pirpauol 
Bianchi, on Morbidellis, dominated the 
roceedings. 

On the second lap Dutchman Henk 
an Kessel split the pair for just a brief 

oment, but a lap later it was back to 
he usual 1-2 situation. 

Bianchi was in fact the much quicker 
þf the two this time. His ultra-light 
eight helped on the long uphill climb, 
nd he began to pull away from his 
eammate. 

But the instructions were clear. 
Bianchi is to win the Italian 
hampionship, and Pileri the world title. 

Bianchi slowed dramatically on the 
ast lap to allow Pileri to catch him, and 
vertake. Then one behind the other 
hey crossed the line, 

Reigning World Champion Kent 

ndersson had tried his best to stay 

ith them in the early stages, but he 
ad finally had to give up an unequal 
truggle against much quicker 
otorcycles.

nipped ahead on the line. A cruel blow 
indeed. 

The other Swede in the world 
championship hunt, Leif Gustafsson, 
was fifth after fighting off a long 
challenge from Austrian Harold Bartol, 
who slid off in the closing stages, leaving 
sixth position to Bruno Kneubuhler, 

This dedicated Swiss rider's little 
Yamaha was even slower than Kent's, so 
he was grateful for even 5 championship 
points! 

Then came the 500s. The race was 
over 43 laps, about 110 miles of high 
speed racing, but before it even started 
there was drama, argument and action. 

Since early in the morning messages 
had told the paddock many times that 
"slicks" were not allowed for the races. 

In the morning the track was indeed 
wet, and rain, which ruined the last two 
practice sessions on Saturday, still 
threatened. But when the 500 race was 
due the dry was bone dry, and though it 
still looked wet enough to persuade 
some riders (Teuvo Lansivuori on the 
new works Suzuki, for one) to use wet 
weather tires, it was not yet raining. 

FIM regulations say that slick tires 
cannot be used when it is raining. So 
armed with the rule book Ago put on 
some Dunlops with three hand cut 
grooves, and waited for the uproar. It 
came! But, as so often happens, Ago 
won, The organizers gave in, and the 
race started almost twenty minutes after 
coming to the grid. This lengthy delay 
was not all Ago's fault, though. Barry 
Sheene, sixth fastest in practice in his 
first Grand Prix since his Daytona crash 
was told after a Sunday morning 
medical that he was not fit enough to 
race. He thought he was and came to 





the line. Twice he pushed the bike into 
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life to show he could push-start. But it 
was in vain, and eventually a 


disappointed Sheene left the grid. 

Once the race started it was all 
Agostini. He did it the hard way too. He 
passed all the main contenders to take 
the lead and disappear into the distance 
leaving Kanaya a comfortable second, 
and Lansivuori Armando Toracca, and 
Phil Read to worry about third place. 

But then Ago’s machine stopped with 
suspected ignition troubles. He had built 
a king-size lead, and set a new absolute 
record for the circuit. But he didn’t get 
any points! 

It looked, just for a while as though 
Lansivuori and Read, now clear of 
Toracca, might catch Kanaya. But he 
had been only coasting. At the flag he 
was almost 12 seconds clear. 

Read followed Teuvo home, and 
though it’s enough to put him into 
second place in the championship table 
behind Kanaya, the MV is still not really 
competitive. 

Harley-Davidson factory rider Gary 
Scott, making his Grand Prix debut, 
never got past the first turn. Scott tore 
off the starting grid, but he apparently 
tried to out-brake the field and crashed. 
He was uninjured. 

Finally it was the sidecars, 
closest race of the day. 

West German Rolf Steinhausen and 
Swiss-Italian Angelo Pantelini staged a 
real ding-dong scrap throughout the 30 
laps. Steinhausen finally getting the 
better of the battle, after Angelo had 
come close to running out of fuel on the 
last lap, particularly on the long hill! 

Second is enough to put Pantelini, in 
his first season of GP racing, into the 
championship lead, but the big question 
is - who is second? 

Britain’s Mac Hobson was lying third 
in the race, after his race long rival Karl 
Gerber of Switzerland had been forced 
to retire with mechanical problems on 
the Konig. 

On the penultimate lap Mac had 
started to run out of fuel, and at the 
end of the lap he had called into the pits 
to re-fuel. But though he had completed 
the task, and set off down the pit lane, 
he was held on the red light while other 
outfits went past. But before he could 
rejoin the race, Steinhausen crossed the 
line, and Hobson was stopped from 
completing his final lap. 

He didn’t even take the checkered 
flag, though. And that means he isn’t a 
finisher. An official protest was referred 
to the next FIM Congress. Till then we 
don’t know if he is second, or sixth, in 
the championship battle. 

Equally unlucky, too, was Swiss star 
Rudi Kurth. An apparent shortage of 
new chain prevented the Reynolds man 
giving him one, and the old one Rudi 
had to use broke, when he was lying 
third and rapidly catching the leaders. 

World Championship contender 
Werner Scwarzel oiled a plug at the 
start, he had to shut off quickly, when a 
rival cut across his path. But after a pit 
stop he did three quick laps to prove he 
is still going to be the man to beat in the 
future. 

The race took its toll on machines. 
Siggy Schauzu’s new Helmut Fath built 
outfit was one retirement, but there 
were so many others that Swiss Rolf 
Biland, who had retired though a 
mixture of tire and engine problems, 
decided to rejoin the race after 5 laps 
and still finished 8th. o

Granny IV Enduro

BARSTOW, CAL., MAY 18 

Around 700 riders showed up to 
sample PVDR's latest version of 
their Granny Enduro. Past years 
have been blessed with such nice 
little niceties as rain, hail, and 
even snow. But this year just 
warm, pleasant weather to sweat 
off a few of those desk pounds we 
tend to accumulate. 

A number of Greenhorn-entered 
riders were on hand for a final tuneup. 
A few new bikes were being broken in 
also. Cooper-sponsored Sam Lyman 
showed up on a new Bultaco Frontera 
raising a few eyebrows. It seems Cooper 
sold out and his bike went with the deal 
(Reportedly to the Jones Bros.). Sam 
lost a grand total of one (1) second 
which will be good for maybe fourth 
overall if he's lucky. It was that kind of 
enduro. 

Actually it wasn't the super easy type 
of enduro at all. The first loop was what 
I would consider a fair balance, offering 
a mild challenge for the kids and 
powder puffers. and still not overstep or 
too hard. There's a fine line there and 
PVDR successfully drew it. 

The first check had the better riders a 
little puzzled as they either burned it or 
just snuck in on their minute. PVDR 
race referee Dave Martin graciously 
offered to recheck the mileage and 
the three mile check was found to be in 
error. This means the distance to the 
first check was just a little off, to the 
tune of 0.1 mile. Doesn’t sound like 


much but at 18 mph that’s a 20 second 


error which is a lot. The rest of the 28 
mile loop was pretty well spot on. The 
finish was a "secret" check in that while 
the mileage was known, you couldn’t 
come in early, you had to be on time, 
Some serious timekeeping was in order 
as it was also the tiebreaker. 

The second loop had some very 
interesting and fun sections only marred| 
by alack of checks. One or two more} 
and there would have been a lot less 
zeroes. (There were only two.) The run 
out to the three miles check was| 
probably the best part of the enduro. 
Some riders screwed up their speedo 
readings when they didn’t make it up a 
very challenging, rocky uphill just prio: 
to the check. A lot of sand washes with 
giant whoopers got the old legs a good 
workout and one 12 mph section gav 
us our monthly rock garden practice, 
The first check of the second loop was} 
located in a 28 mph section so you had 
to hump it to make it. Quite a fe 
riders did from what I’ve heard. 

I know of three zero zeroes 
(score/tiebreaker) and two one second 
lost. There was no tiebreaker on the 
second loop which was strange as the 
had to rely on the easy finish check o 
the first loop. 

Suzuki rider Ed Mazenko (in one of 
his rare finishes), and Honda four stroke 
rider Crash Cano (Yes, that's eactly wh: 
they call him that.) and Bob Ashlock ard 
in contention for first overall due to 
their zero scores and will probably be 
awarded a tie (unless PVDR decides tq 
flip a coin which would probably be jus: 
as fair as their tiebreaker).

racers clustering behind him. 
Hurley Wilvert (Yam), out for 
some handling testing, had already 
retired with a fried clutch at the 
start. Cooley still had to contend with 
Jim Evans and his factory Kawasaki, 
Marty Lunde on his Wil Harding 
Yamaha, Pat Hennen on a U.S. Suzuki 
750, George Roche’s Action Four Z-2, 
and even Harry Klinzmann on a TY 
350. 

"Everything was working great. 
That's what I can say,” declared Cooley 
after winning. Lunde, who cracked a 
pipe on the second lap, yet still moved 
up from about fourth to second, said, “I 
was a bit detuned in practice because 
the Kawasaki team has been here a 
whole day (last week), and our times 
were pretty bad compared to theirs, but 
in the race we actually bettered them" 
Evans seized his Kawasaki, brought out 
for sorting out, early in the race. 
Hennen was third, Klinzmann fourth, 
and Roche quit because he was tired. 

But 250 GP was the real show. 
Kawasaki, determined to have their 
water-cooled 250s win-ready by Laguna 
Seca, embarked upon a refinement 
program that included renting Riverside 
Raceway three days before this race, 
racing here, and planning to race at 
Sears Point June 15. 

Cooley, (Bel Ray  Oil/Fairway 
Yamaha) again led the first lap of the 
record field. The racing was incredibly 
close, with Ron Pierce (factory Kaw) 
second, Klinzmann (Yam) third, and 
Jim Evans (factory Kaw) fourth, all 
nose to tail and leaving the gigantic pack 
behind. 

Pierce got by on the next lap, and 
one circuit later Cooley was behind in 
fourth, Pierce third, Klinzmann second, 
Evans leading. Pierce’s bike started to 
overheat, and put him back into a 
fading fourth on that lap. One more and 
Cooley drove from third to first; then 
Evans led again. Back and forth it went, 
lap after lap. 

"I was going after Jim Evans,’ 
Klinzmann told a group back in the pits, 
"and soon as I passed him, Wes Cooley 
came by. From the on it was me and 
Evans (dicing) and then finally I just 
couldn't gain any more until this 
accident happened.

World Championship 
Hillclimb

SUNNYMEAD, CAL., MAY 10-11 

The World Champion hillclimbers 
in the light, medium and heavy 
bike classes have been found, and 
each one is $1000 richer because 
of the search. In a competition 
that spanned two perfect days of 
action, the top riders in the 
country competed for the honor 
and the money offered this weekend at 
DeAnza Cycle Park in Southem 
California. With over $5000 in the 
purse, riders came from the far northern 
reaches of the state, from Washington 
and Oregon, from Utah and from as far 
away as Michigan. 

When the dust finally settled after the 
last run on Sunday, James Mock, 
sponsor of this championship, handed 
out top money to Doug Hall (250 class), 
Vince Bertolucci (500 class) and Jim 
True (Open class). 

Hundreds of spectators turned out on 
a perfect Sunday (Mother’s Day, yet!) 
to watch the excitement. The hill was 
extremely fast, and with $1000 as top 
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Ron True found it wise to dismount once his bike had broken the timing lights at the 
top of the hill. He flew a measured 45 feet . . . without the bike. 


The bike decides that it can “go it alone” and continues in its flight for a full 100 
feet after cresting the hill. Both bike and rider were able to make a second run! 








prize, the riders went all out to set fast 
time in each class. The bikes had to 
battle a hill burned dry under a hot sun. 
They had to plow through dust that got 
as much as two feet deep. Then they 
had to navigate a dogleg turn in 
mid-course, pick up speed and power 
over a steep, rock hard finish to break 
the timing lights.

Vince 
Bertolucci shaved nearly a full second 
off the time set by the smaller class in 
making his winning run in 11.55 
seconds. His closest competitor was 
Manuel Caruso with an 11.67 run. The 
slowest winning time in this class was 
set by Lee Dugas with a 12.02 run. 

But, it was in the heavyweight class, 
bikes from 501 to ? size, that the really 
fast times were set. Jim True of San 
Jose finally cut out the competition. 
Riding his super Harley, True, who 
already carries the AMA number one 
plate, flew over the crest with a 
breath-taking time of only 10.01 
seconds. His closest competition came 
from brother Ron. 

Ron True, riding the fastest Norton 
to be found in hillclimb competition, 
roared up the hill.

record for the longest free-flight of the 
day. The bike flew a measured 100 feet 
beyond the crest, without the rider. The 
rider flew a measured 45 feet beyond 
the crest, without the bike.

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Two new films 
starting 
motocross and 
road racing

Peter Starr Productions showed us 
two new documentaries of motor- 
cycle sport that yoù will soon get 
to see on TV. Each is 23 minutes 
long, to fit into commerical 
half-hour slots. The first is 
“Champion Spark Plug Motor- 
cycle Classic," or "Ontario Road 
Race," financed by them and Datsun 
and U.S. Suzuki Motor Co. It stars Gene 
Romero, Kenny Roberts, and Barry 
Sheene. You get a view of the big, wide 
National Championship roadie-oh that 
only the screen can show — bird’s-eye 
shots from a helicopter, a racer's-eye 
views from the speeding bike, inside the 
racer's mind between races — as well as 
the traditional newsreel footage of 
thrills and spills and champagne glory. 
The slow motion scenes set to organ 
music by a member of the Nitty Gritty 
Dirt Band make it all seem so romantic. 
But shouldn’t that pavement chase be 
accompanied by the Nitty Gritty 
Bitumen Band? 

The Dirt Band, appropriately, also 
lays down the track on Starr’s latest 
feature, called “To be a Motocross 
Champion,” or “The Marty Smith 
Story." It is all about the 17-year-old 
high school student who wins $30,000 a 
year racing for the Honda Works 
Motocross Team. On a budget provided 
by American Honda and Pennzoil, Starr 
really shows what he can do with 16mm 
film in this movie. We watch Marty 
play-racing in the desert, meet his mom 
and dad and his high school teachers. 
MX coach Rolf Tibblin tells what makes 
Marty so good (athletic talent) and 
Honda Racing Manager Dennis Blanton 
explains why Marty ¡is so great 
(conservative intelligence seldom seen in 
a 17-year-old). 

This reviewer won't predict how well 
“Motocross Champion” and “Champion 
Classic” will play in Peoria, where few,

Up until a few weeks ago, the TM 
125 was Suzuki's only 125 class 
motocrosser. In the context of its 
racing class, the TM is an econo- 


crosser, giving away horsepower to 
other popular Japanese 125s, but 
often selling for hundreds of 
dollars less. 


As recently as three weeks ago, 
motorcycle shops were advertising TM 
125s for as little as $699 base price in 
California. (List price is $815.) That 
price tag makes the motorcycle an 
excellent buy for anything short of 
serious motocross racing. This Suzuki, 
in spite of its name, makes a better 
desert and play bike than it does racer. 

Even in the 125 Beginner class at a 
Saturday MX in Southern California, 
the TM was  out-powered by 
three-quarters of a 19-bike field. No 
matter how fast a rider is off the line, 
no matter how accurate his shifts, a long 
start hill will still favor a competent 
rider on a faster machine. The TM 125 
is just not competitive. 

Now the TM has some new 
competition, in the form of the RM 125 
Suzuki, a motorcycle Suzuki 
representatives say will not-replace the 
TM this year, but rather supplement 
their motocross line for the serious 
racer. 

The battle to get in front and stay in 
front of the faster bikes in the 125 class 
has driven many TM owners to adding 
trick heads, non-stock pistons (some use 
cut TS Suzuki pistons) and porting 
jobs. Conscious of that fact, Suzuki 
makes a big deal of the new porting 
used in the RM engine. This new porting 
provides not only a five-horsepower gain 
on the top of the powerband, but a 
broader, flatter torque curve as well. 
The RM's power characteristics fit its 
five-speed transmission better than the 
TM’s power characteristics fit the same 
transmission. The TM is harder to ride 
than the RM because it is harder to keep 
the TM on the powerband. 

It’s a good thing the TM has a great 
clutch for just that reason. Slipping the 
clutch and keeping the rider’s weight 
over the gas tank keep the rear wheel 
spinning and the motorcycle moving. 
Once the rear wheel stops spinning 
wildly and the engine falls off the 
powerband, it is either slip the clutch or 
stop, especially in mud or sand. The 
only time the clutch acted up and got 
grabby was after several attempts to 
climb a steep, rocky, sandy desert hill 
after turning 90 degrees out of a 
canyon. Without momentum to help it 
up, the TM couldn’t reach the top 
without abusing the clutch and pushing. 

Both the TM and the RM share a 
front fender that does a good job of 
keeping the head and cylinder fins from 
packing up with mud. The RM goes a 
step further with a mud flap to stop 
mud thrown off the front wheel from 
flying up to hit the rider. Both have well 
padded seats; the RM’s is best. Both 
have the same footpegs, with traction 
bumps not big or sharp enough to work 
well in mud. Both have gas tanks that 
are nice and narrow for standing up or 
sliding forward, yet hold enough fuel 
for a 40-minute moto. And both prove 
that someone at Suzuki has a soft spot 
in their heart for small diameter, 





hard-to-see-what-you're-doing gas caps. 

The TM also has an oil-injection tank 
that holds enough Castrol R for six 
20-minute motos, and which has a cap 
so small and so oddly-placed that it is 
easiest to fill the oil tank when the bike 
is standing vertical on its front wheel. 
(A winch on the garage wall speeds this 
maintenance operation.) The RM 
dispenses with the injection tank, using 
pre-mix in the gas tank, and the saved 
space to accommodate the relocated 


shocks. 
Along with a larger diameter, 
increased travel front fork, these 


relocated (and redesigned) rear shocks 
mark the complete abandonment of TM 
suspension in the design of the RM. The 
TM’s suspenders work reasonably well, 
the bike never doing anything 
unexpected or outrageous. It is a 
forgiving motorcycle. Giant diameter 
shock rods didn’t bend or break on the 
TM, but the rear end is bouncy. The 
fork tops out, suffering, like the rear 
end, from too much spring. 

RM suspension components are 
designed with the TM's faults in mind. 
Forward mounted, well built and 
protected gas/oil shocks on a beefed-up 
swingarm work wonders for the rear 
end. Larger fork tubes and sliders with 
increased oil capacity strengthen the 
front end. Rough sections of track are 
easier to ride quickly on the RM than 
on the TM, and rear-wheel bounciness is 
reduced over whoops. 

Brakes on both bikes are outstanding. 
On both, the rider must exercise care to 
see that the throttle housing is 
positioned such that its widest part is 
not in line with the pull of the front 
brake lever. If it is, the front brake lever 
can bottom out on the twist grip casing 
before all the lever travel is used up. 

Racing on a very muddy, sloppy clay 
track where the only fast line soon 
became a trench packed into the adobe 
and goo, we found it difficult to put the 
TM’s front wheel where we wanted it. 
Riding out of the trench meant either 
losing substantial speed fighting through 
clumps and slabs of mud left from 
pre-race track plowing, or else 
disappearing in a quagmire. Staying in 
the trench meant going slower than we 
would have liked in some sections to 
keep from catching the side of the 
groove and falling over or climbing out. 
Picking a precise line is more difficult 
with the TM than with the RM. 
Suspension has a lot to do with that, 
and the tires aren't the best mudders, 
either. Not too surprising to anyone but 
a dry-ground Southern Californian, the 
TM is skittery in mud. So is the RM. 
And, probably, so is an Electra-Glide. 

What to do? You've got a TM you 
like, and you want all the new RM 
tricks. The best move probably is to buy 
an RM. If you can't or won't do that, 
you can buy RM suspension 
components and install them. The front 
end with triple clamps will bolt on, as 
will the swingarm. Mounting the shocks 
will require a welding torch and some 


measurements available from U. S.

require the removal of the oil injection 
system, plugging of case oil-line entry 
passageways with small bolts, and taking 
off the crank bearing slinger plate, 
which directs injected oil and shields it 
from incoming fuel charges. 



















Coming off an uphill starting area, the 
TM works as hard as it can. It’s just 
not hard enough to beat the 
competition. 


The RM top end will not bolt right 
on the TM engine; the cylinder and head| 
bolt pattern is different, and the RM’s 
large transfers would not match up with 
TM cases anyway. Getting more 
horsepower out of the TM mean 
working over what you've got or buying 
accessory equipment. With thel 
suspension work, and enough mone 
put in the engine, it is possible to put a 
TM back in the hunt. 

But considering that the RM lists fo 
$925, just buying one already tricked 
out doesn't sound like a bad idea.

Swanson wins 
Boise Hillclimb 
second straight year

BOISE, IDAHO, MAY 4 

Don Swanson traveled from Tilla- 
mook, Oregon to take his second 
win in as many years at Boise's 
Peaceful Cove this Sunday. Swan- 
son blasted over the “last minute” hill 
on his first run with his 45-inch bike 
and crested the top on all but one of his 
attempts. Riding a modified Honda 450 
(kitted to 500 or so) in the 45 Class and 
a Yamaha 750 in the 80 inch contest, 
the bespectacled Swanson turned a 7.2 
for fast time to ace out Lydian Ascenzi 
(Ind) and Thad Lawrence (Ind) in both 
Expert divisions. The trio finished in the 
same order in both the 45 and the 80 
classes. 

The weather wasn’t much better for 
the hillclimb than it had been the week 
before for the big TT weekend. It rained 
for a while and then started to snow a 
bit. The hill originally scheduled for the 
contest (the one Swanson topped last 
year) was decided against by the 
climbers themselves when it was judged 
to be too muddy. At the last minute, 
the pennants and markers were set up 
across the valley from the TT track in 
order to provide a solid footing for the 
chain-wrapped tires. Lots of Owyhee 
Club people pitched in and the event 
was underway only about a half hour 
late. 

The brand new hill, while not overly 
steep or long, was composed of new, 
unbroken soil and vegetation and its 
roughness presented “directional 
stability" problems for the climbers. 
Lydian Ascenzis initial run got him 
quite a ways up but not over. Then 
came Swanson. On his first try with his 
45-inch machine, Don used all of his 
throttle control and body English talent 
to crest the hill. The other climbers 
didn’t fare nearly as well as Swanson 
with a number of them only getting 
about 50 feet or so before hitting a soft 
spot and digging in. As it turned out, 
only three riders managed to see the top 
of the hill: Swanson, Ascenzi and Thad 
Lawrence of Boise. 

Once the event was underway, things 
flowed fairly quickly with the climbers 
getting lined up and roaring up the hill 
very regularly. They didn't like standing 
around in the lousy weather. The 
spectators stayed in their cars although

“Public input is very important to 
us,” claims Neil Pfulb, Director of 
the California Desert Plan. 

“+§%&*!'” you answer. They 
don’t listen to anybody but the 
“d*%+*d preservationists!”’ 

But the problem is not in their 
listening; it’s in our talking. When 
we answer their request for public input 
with a hostile “we don’t want you in 
our desert," all we're saying is that the 
users are hostile. The BLM already 
knows that. But they still read every 
letter. 

History is replete with examples of 
extinct species. And why? Because they 
failed to adjust to a changing 
environment. The environment of the 
desert rider is changing. The BLM has 
discovered the desert rider, and if the 
desert rider doesn't begin to adapt, he 
will become just another museum 
specimen. 

In an effort to learn about this 
monster which threatens our existence, 
I requested an interview with Bob 
Badaracco, Outdoor Recreational 
Planner (who, by the way, holds a Ph.D 
in his field). 

Badaracco not only agreed, he rouned 
up his supervior, Resource Chief Merrill 
De Spain, Desert Plan Director Neil 
Pfulb and Riverside District PR man, 
Gordon Flint. These four gentlemen 
spent an entire morning explaining what 
they are doing, why, and how they are 
going about it. 

The four were willing, even eager, to 
let Cycle News readers know how land 
use classifications are arrived at, and if I 
learned nothing else, I learned that if we 
lose our desert we will have no one to 
blame but ourselves. 

Originally, the old General Land 
Office was charged with getting public 
lands back on the tax rolls, i.e. into 
private hands. Disposing of public lands, 
in other words. After World War II the 
General Land Office merged with the 
Grazing Service to form the Bureau of 
Land Management. 

Early in the 1960s Congress began to 
realize that American lands are indeed 
finite. “Go West Young Man” was the 
advice of Horace Greeley at a time when 
the West was unsettled. It makes little 
sense over a century later in an 
overcrowded West Coast megalopolis. 

In 1964 Congress passed a law 
requiring "multiple use classification" 
of all federally owned land. The 
resources of the California Desert had 
never been inventoried except for 
disposal under the Small Tracts Act. 

As the BLM began to classify the 
desert lands in compliance with the new 
law, they became aware of extensive 
recrectional uses, encroachment of 
civilization into the desert, and even 
found conflicts within user groups, 
between big bikes and small bikes. 

"Not ture," you say? Then write a 
letter, telling them how long you've 
been using the desert and what it was 
really like. Make it a sane, sensible 
letter. Adult to adult. 

The California Desert Plan task force 
was set up as a separate division of the 
California BLM, charged with 
inventorying the resources (including 
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recreational) of the desert. They were to 
recommend a plan to provide maximum 
benefit from the resources existing to 
District and Area managers, who have 
ultimate responsibility for land 
management. 

In 1968 “The California Desert" was 
published — a report on recreational 
uses of the desert. The report is 
concerned with increasing the potential 
for recreational use of the desert, rather 
than squelching it. Desert recreation is 
described as “being in its infant stage.” 

“Wrong again,” you say? The clubs 
who have been organizing desert races 
since World War II, should sit down and 
compile a list of dates and include the 
entry numbers. The BLM doesn’t know 
unless we tell ‘em. 

The task force went to work on the 
monumental task of compiling an 
accurate inventory of 12 million desert 
acres. First came the Interim Critical 
Management Program, designed to 
prevent depletion of resources until 
classification was completed and a 
comprehensive plan could be 
implemented. 

Then the group started collecting 
information from every available source. 
It was an honest effort to collect facts 
from anyone who knew anything about 
desert resources. 

One good source of data was the 
many small museums in the desert. 


Owners were generally intimately 
familiar with their local areas. 
Another major source was 


environmentalist groups. Ecology had 
replaced the Twist as the national rage. 
The Sierra Club, under its own name 
and under a number of aliases, 
submitted volumes of information. An 
arrowhead found three decades ago? 
The BLM received information 
explaining that the site was probably 
archeological site which needed 
protection. 

Pupfish on the endangered species 
list? Environmentalists transplanted 
pupfish from their natural habitat to 
locations heretofore unkown to the 
pupfish, and reported the new sites as 
needing protection because of the 
endangered species to be found there. 

Reliance on this information 
provided by the public is great. Pfulb 
had anticipated a staff of 50 by this 
time, primarily resource specialists who 
would actually work in the field 
collecting their own information. 
Budget and personnel requisitions have 
been slow in coming, and his present 
staff is only about half that. 

The BLM has been instructed by a 
Congress we elected to do a job. They 
are going to do the job, regardless of 
how great people think it might be to go 
back to the days of no restrictions. 

Recreation is a necessity. So is escape 
from the city for many of us. The BLM 
is aware of that, but we aren't helping 
them provide adequate space. 

On June 7, Riverside and Bakersfield 
District will co-sponsor an ‘open 
house" concerning the El Paso Peaks 
and Red Mountain planning areas. 
District and area managers will be 
collecting comments and Desert Plan 
Director Neil Pfulb will be there with 
his resource specialists to answer 
questions. 

Be there! Saturday, June 7, Lake 
Shore Inn, California City, all day open 
house begins at nine a.m. 

See a closed area on the plan? Ask 
why. BLM personnel will be glad to tell 
you why. If you find out the area is 
being restricted because of a reported 
patch of endangered plants and you 
happen to know of 30 races run through 
the area over the past 20 years, write it 
down. 

Then send the Desert Plan staff a 
letter, setting down facts and figures. 
Point out the survival of any 
“endangered species" throughout 
extensive use. Explain the past use in 
detail. Give them cold hard facts. That's 
what they need. 

Land use plans are being formed right 
now, based on the facts collected by an 
understaffed task force. Users have a lot 
of information to contribute, but for 
the most part we just aren't 





contributing. The preservationists are. 

Go to California City on June 7. 
Compare their information with your 
knowledge of the area. And then give 
them the benefit of your observations. 

Sincere apologies to BLM Riverside 
District, Bakersfield District and Desert 
Plan staff for an unprecedented 
blooper-two errors in one sentence.

First, the June 7 meeting is not “‘an 


unveiling of a draft of the final 
management plan." No such plan has 
been formulated. June 7 is an open 
house to involve users before the plan is 
drawn up. Second, the planning areas 
are El Paso Peaks and Red Mountain, 
not Red Rock Canyon as reported. My

The politico-legal 
meat grinder 


An underview through both ends 
of the telescope—at once 


It seems to happen in waves, the 
proliferating small crises instigated 
by those who hate us and kept 
rolling by a government infra- 


structure still abysmally ignorant 
of motorcycles and motorcycling. 
It is such a time again, another 
ninth ninth wave compounded of 
danger and opportunity. 

It’s a meatgrinder, this process by 
which government works its will on 
individuals (and occasionally vice-versa). 
Looking at it from the  biker's 
standpoint, it is something of a 
multi-theatre war of attribition. Just 
where you're winning on one front, 
another opens up. 

Here's a brief rundown of the past 
few months in Southern California: 


The Carpenter Bill 

When Assemblyman Paul Carpenter 
introduced his mandatory 
helmet /lights-on/protective clothing bill 
early this year, everybody buckled 
down to another round of the same 
dismal battle. The plot took a surprise 
twist when Carpenter turned out to be 
an honest, concerned individual capable 
of listening, learning, and modifying his 





opinions to fit facts. After meeting with 
Russ Sanford in Sacramento and with 
militant bikers in Los Angeles, he agreed 
to withdraw his original bill and 
substitute a measure calling for rider 
education, auto driver awareness, and 
more relevant testing for both Class 
Three and Class Four driver’s licenses. 

Instead of an ogre, we'd found a man 
willing to listen, ask questions, pick our 
brains even, then try to translate our 
knowledge into workable law. Russ 
went to work at his end, and in L.A. 
about a dozen of us formed an ad hoc 
committee to draw up recommended 
measures. Our work was done in about 
three months, and what we turned over 
to him was a combination of our 
personal experience opinion plus several 
pamphlets from the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation detailing their excellent 
spadework in motorcycle rider 
education. There's seldom been a time 
when bikers have had a more golden 
opportunity to write their own ticket. 

Unfortunately, his new bill, AB 1809, 
is apparently caught up in political 





maneuvering that may have nothing to 
do with its merit. That, as yet, is an 
unfinished story. 


The Sacramento front 

Elsewhere in the California 
legislature, it's win some, lose some. AB 
1236 (Chappie) is an instant winner, in 
that it specifically includes 
"off-highway vehicle use" to compatible 
recreational uses permitted on 
agricultural-zoned open space lands. It is 
tremendously important, as it removes 
the major  roadblock to several 
motorcycle parks throughout the state, 
among other things. 

On No-Fault, we appear to be in 
control, what with motorcycle 
exemptions written into the existing 
bill. On emissions, AB 300 which sets 
drastically tougher standards after 
January 1, 1977 is not as bad as it could 
be. In all, Russ Sanford reports, “It 
appears that our letter-writing efforts 
are paying off, as many bills... are 
working to our advantage... These 
efforts are succeeding, but only because 
people care enough to write a few notes 
or letters, or take the time to call the 
district offices of their elected 
representatives and express their views." 

If it seems that democracy is working 
on the legislative front, where the 
politicos can be made to listen to the 
people who elected them, be proud. It's 
taken a lot of peoples' unsung effort to 
get this far. However, there's the other 
front, where we're dealing with 
non-elected civil servants and are more 
likely to meet our enemies face-to-face. 


The National Forests 

Up and down the West Coast, the 
U.S. Forest Service is re-writing its land 
use plans, each management unit 
working individually on the lands under 
its jurisdiction. Each unit is, by law, 
required to involve the public at the 
grassroots level, in the immediate area 
surrounding the forest unit. How they 
involve the public, how they announce 
the meetings, who gets to speak for user 
groups, all these policies differ from 
unit to unit, according to the rules set 
by cach unit’s management. Can 
personalities and prejudices get 
involved? You bet, though by and large, 
the U.S. Forestry Service, with its long 
traditions of public service, tends to hire 
a higher calibre of civil servant than 
many newer, less inhibited agencies. 
Locally, we’ve found the foresters who 
deal with ORV planning to be candid, 
open-minded, and often sympathetic to 
the off-roader’s needs. What they don’t 
know, they're willing to learn, if 
someone will take time to teach. They 
in turn can teach us something about 
loving the land, even while you're using 
it. Unlike the Sierra Clubbers, their idea 
of conservation is that the land should 
be used to the fullest, but used such 
that it's still there for the next 
generation. They also abhor unnecessary 
flap. 

As indicated earlier, the publicity on 
public meetings can be spotty. The best 
way to get involved as a member of the 
public is to call or drop by your district 
ranger's office (it's in the phone book, 
under “U.S. Government, Dept. of 
Agriculture” listings). Once you have 
attended a public meeting and signed 
the register, you should be on their 
mailing list for future meetings. But you 
still have to take the first step, they’re 
not going to be knocking on your door 
begging for your attendance. 

Once there, you may or may not be 
allowed to speak for motorcyclists as a 
group in your area. Depends on the 
policies set by the foresters, and on 
who’s gotten there before you. If there 
is already a motorcycle spokesman, 
he/she will still need your help. Most 
likely, you'll be asked to be part of an 
ORV work group, to gather facts (not 
just opinions) about ORVs in general, 
and about usable trails in the forest 
unit, and funnel this information, 
through the spokesman, to the foresters. 
Plus, when your guy is taking flak from 
a half-dozen different kinds of 
eco-freak, your presence is much-needed 
moral support.

San Bernardino and 
Cleveland National Forests 


The San Bernardino National Forest, 
site of the Big Bear Two Day Trial and a 
favored riding area, is well into the 
planning process. Cleveland National 
Forest, occupying the area between 
Elsinore, Saddleback, and Escape 
Country (roughly) is just starting. Both 
are using standard systems engineering 
and operations research techniques to 
gather citizen ideas and build them into 
a workable plan. Both are trying to 
identify user conflicts and keep such 
conflicts at a minimum. 

In the San Bernardino Forest, maps 
are being developed, showing areas of 
interest to various user groups. As can 
be expected, the preservationists have 
already developed theirs, red-inked 
wherever they would have ORVs 
banned. For the most part, it’s liveable, 
based on keeping us out of Bighorn 
Sheep habitat and the like. Two 
exceptions stand out. They would have 
bikes banned from all stream beds and 
riparian areas. These happen to be trials 
riders’ favorite spots, and anybody who 
knows trials fails to see what damage we 
can do to rock-strewn stream beds. 
Remember St. Patrick’s Day and ask 
who got the worst of it, Texas Canyon 
or the riders? 

They also want us banned from the 
ridges north of Hwy. 138 and west of . 
Cajon Pass, which incidentally, is the 
area mentioned in Chuck Clayton's 
“Writin’ Around” column “California 
Spacin'." The area is a biker's favorite, 
desert riders and cowtrailers, mostly. No 
way are they going to get us out of 
there. 

Meanwhile, they still need input from 
us. If you ride this area, and know the 
land well, grab a Forest Service map, 
mark the trails and riding areas you use 
and send it to Cycle News. Be specific 
and accurate. The foresters have flat 
told us, “If you guys don't tell us where 
you want to ride, we won't know to try 
to keep it open." 

Most of the latest meeting (held April 


30) was devoted to generating a 
"preference matrix” — sort of a 
two-way chart detailing what the 


various user groups would accept under 
conditions of “*“maximized,” 
"minimized," and "optimized" ORV 
use opportunity (see chart). Note that 
the Forest Service reserves the right to 
decide which condition we'll have to 
live with. Our strategy was to try to 
pack the deck so that we could at least 
live with the worst case (minimized) and 
so that the most likely situation 
(optimized, as should be expected from 
a "systems engineering" approach to 
decision-making), would be closest to 
ideal for us. 

On the whole, we succeeded, and sent 
the posey-sniffers off in a hurried 
strategy conference as, apparently for 
the first time, there were enough 
off-roaders there, armed with enough 
documented facts, to give them a hard 
time. A couple of them were downright 
bitter about not having things all their 
own way. Tough. Let’s keep going to 
the meetings and keep ’em bitter. 

The following week, Cleveland 
National Forest began by explaining 
their planning process and introducing 
the various user-group spokesmen. Ours 
is Joe Goodson, of the American Trials 
Association, former club president and 
active event organizer. Over a dozen 
bikers were there, and quickly formed 
into a task group which will be mecting 
at Orange County MC clubhouse, 11500 
Trask in Garden Grove the evening of 
May 21. Joe can be reached after work 
by calling (714) 828-6705. 

The next formal planning session will

Acting on proposals which re- 


sulted from 


several months of 


intensive investigation, the Profes- 
sional Rules Committee of the 


American Motorcycle Association 
has passed major rule changes 
intended to strengthen motorcycle 
road racing in America. 

The committee, which consists of 
AMA professional racers, promoters, 
manufacturers’ representatives, referees 
and AMA staff, met in Columbus, Ohio, 
on May 6-7. Its actions are effective 
January 1, 1976, unless overruled or 
implimented immediately by vote of the 
AMA Board of Trustees. 

Highlights of the new AMA road race 


program include elimination of the 
Junior class and increased emphasis on 
lightweight racing for Expert riders, 
establishment of a U.S. Road Race 
Championship independent of the 
present Grand National format and the 
availability of a wider variety of events 
for the promoters, including: 

Combined Professional/Amateur 
(Pro-Am) programs with purses of 
$1,500 and up 

Professional events with purses of 
$2,500 to $10,000 


—U.S. Road Race Championship 





AMA outlines new road race program 


events with three classes and a minimum 
purse of $10,000 

—Combined Grand National and 
international events with three classes 
and with ` international sanctions 
available for both Lightweight and 
Heavyweight classes and purses begin at 
$25,000. 

AMA Competition Director and Pro 
Rules Committees chairman Bill Boyce 
cites four major advantages of the new 
program, including 1) encouragement of 
new and existing promoters through the 
variety of race packages available 2) 
encouragement of the future of 
international road racing in America 
through availability of international 
sanctions for lightweight events 
3) well-deserved and long-overdue 
recognition of road racing specialists who 
do not compete in dirt track events and 
thus have no real chance for a Grand 
National title and 4) preservation of the 
unique nature of Grand National (Camel 
Pro Series) racing, which requires that 
riders excel on five different types of 
tracks. 

The following is a more detailed 
outline of the new AMA road racing 
package passed by the Professional 
Rules Committee. 


l. Equipment 








Competition will be on lightweight, 


heavyweight or 
motorcycles. 

1. Lightweights will include 
maximum 250cc for all multi-cylinder 
two-strokes and maximum 360cc for all 
other types of engines. 

2. Heavyweight equipment includes a 
maximum of 750cc for all machines, 
with a minimum of 251cc for 
multi-cylinder two-strokes and a 
minimum of 361cc for all other types. 

3. Production equipment classes will 
be by supplementary regulations.

Beginning in 1976, the Junior class will 
be eliminated. 

1. All current AMA Juniors will 
either advance to Expert or revert to 
Novice after the 1975 season. 

2. 1975 Juniors who earn required 
advancement points must advance to 
Expert and will be eligible for both 
lightweight and heavyweight 
competition. 

3. 1975 Juniors who compete on 
heavyweight equipment in at least two 
AMA professional road races in 1975 
may advance to Expert in 1976 and be 
eligible for competition in both 
Lightweight and Heavyweight classes, or 
they may revert to the Novice class. 

4. 1975 Juniors who do not compete 
on heavyweight equipment in at least 
two AMA professional road races in 
1975 may. either advance to Expert in 
1976 with a restriction to lightweight 
equipment or may revert to Novice. 

5. Any 1975 Junior who does not 
earn required advancement points and 
does not win his class at a 1975 
National may revert to Novice for 1976. 

6. Novice and Junior riders who win 
their class at a 1975 National must 
advance to Expert in 1976. Novices who 
advance in this manner will be limited 
to lightweight equipment for one year. 
Juniors who advance in this manner 
may ride both lightweight and 
heavyweight equipment in 1976. 


Future advancement 

1. Novice riders must eam 20 
advancement points in 1975 to become 
Experts in 1976. Beginning with the 
1976 season, 40 advancement points 
will be required for Novices to advance 
to the Expert class. 

2. All first-year Experts (except 
1975 Juniors who qualify under one of 








the above guidelines) will be limited to 
lightweight equipment.

be from 9:30 to 3:30 May 29 in Room 
B-103 of the Engineering and Finance 
Annex, 400 Civic Center Drive, Santa 
Ana. Yes, it's the wrong time of day if 
you work day shift, and yes, it favors 
the posey-sniffers who can pack the 
gallery with students and retirees. There 
was a certain amount of hell raised 
about it, so we may get some night 
sessions in the future. Meanwhile, if you 
can get to this one, come watch Joe 
work for us, and be prepared to support 
him with facts, not noise. 


Facts, where to find them 

At both these forestry meetings, 
Cycle News’ reporter presented two sets 
of documents for the planners’ files. 
One set was generated through the 
individual efforts of Ron Sprayberry of 
Bakersfield P.I.T.S., contains a model 
special use plan and a highly favorable 
report on the environmental impact of 
trials riding (mostly nil) generated by 
the foresters in the Greenhorn Pass area. 
The other set was the results of a sound 
test conducted with Forestry personnel 
by the AMA. Again, the impact is 
favorable. 

The lesson here is that the kind of 
hard, documented facts that 
government will accept come from a 
50-50 source, individuals and 
organizations. The kind of work that 
the AMA,  M.O.R.E, and the 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation can do 
takes money, and the end results are 
worth it. The Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation is funded by the industry 
and is in pretty good shape. M.O.R.E. 
makes it on donations alone and has to 
constantly scramble. AMA is capable of 
doing some good solid work, one 
project at a time. AMA’s legislative 
people are top drawer, and often appear 
to be several places at once. Still, there 
are four of them when there should be 
fifty, and none of them walks on water. 

an individual, if you know 
something useful, put it in writing. Then 
let other bikers know how to get copies 
of what you've done. Use your 
M.O.R.E. regional office (in SoCal, 
1523 Fifth Street, San Fernando) to 
meet others working on the same 
problem. 


Summary 

So far, we still haven’t touched on 
the BLM hassles. National Wildlife 
Federation has apparently won a suit 
ordering the Bureau to limit ORV use, 
but the Bureau still doesn’t know what 
they’re supposed to do or how, as the 
ruling was made in Washington, D.C. by 
a District court. It’s unclear if that 
judge's jurisdiction even affects 
California. 

Closer to home is a similar suit by the 
Sierra Club/EDF crew that goes to final 
argument May 12, in Los Angeles 
Federal Court. A decision is due this 
summer. 

What it adds up to on all fronts is a 
giant meat-grinder called “government” 
that gobbles up good people and scarce 
time in wholesale lots, just to stay on 
top of the situation. Staying with it 
requires endurance, dedication, 
downright stubbornness of each of us 
who rides. It also takes support for our 
organizations. Personal effort and 
organization — it takes both. One 
without the other is useless. We can go 
to meetings and write letters until we're 
burnt out, but without the facts, the 
ammunition that AMA, M.O.R.E., and 
MSF can generate for us, we're shouting 
in the wind. By the same token, the 
most professional research/reporting in 
the world is useless without the grunt 
volunteers who will hand-carry it to the 
meetings and stuff it down the 
environmentalists' throats. It's like a 
war. Staff and line troops. One can't 
fight without the other. 

One final thought. AMA funds its 
work now with dues from 150,000 
members at $6 to $10 a head. There are 
10 times that number of riders in 
California alone, and there's work to be 
done. If you don’t want to do it 
yourself, you'd better climb off your 


wallet once a year.
